the farmer is by nature an optimist. 
In resigning himself to the adverse 
situation ar‘sing out of the drastical- 
ly-reduced crop, the agrarian is lin- 
ing up beside the businessman in the 
cities. Side by side, the rural west 
and the urban west are striving to 
make the best of cond'tions. When 
business generally slowed up last fall, 
unemployment on the prair:es swelled 
from a negligible figure until it reach- 
ed the highest mark in half a dozen 
years. But the provinces, civic or- 
ganizations and indiv:dual companies 


joined in a concerted effort to aid the | 


jobless. Every project possible in the 


face of existing conditions is being | 


pushed forward to provide employ- 
ment. 
While the wheat pool is still jockey- 


ing for position with regard to prices | 


for the 1929 yield, the farmer has an 
eye on the possibilities for next year. 
An unusually dry summer, and an au- 
tumn with barely average precip‘ta- 
tion have left the sol deficient in 
moisture. Undoubtedly, however, 
generous spring rains can still bring 
a good 1930 yield-—-and, of course, the 


farmer is hoping that world condi- | 


tons make the coming harvest worth 
a good price.

: Irrigation In Western Canada 3 


One Million Acres Of Land Under 
Irrigation In Southern Alberta 


Each year irrigation is assuming 
greater importance in the agricultural 
development of Southern Alberta. At 
the present time approximately one 
million acres of land in this part of 
Canada are capable of irrigation by 
one or other of several companies. 
The proper use of irrigation water is 
not yet a definitely settled question. 

During the past few years the sub- 


| the assistant superintendent of the 
{Dominion Experimental Station, at 
|Lethbridge, Alberta. The results of 
these studies have been publ'shed in 
a bulletin No, 125, of the Department 
of Agriculture, at Ottawa. The in- 
vestigations have covered the irriga- 
tion of wheat, alfalfa, potatoes, sugar 
beets and sunflowers. The conclusions 
reached with respect to wheat and 
alfalfa are particularly interesting. 
Irrigation in the fall, after harvest, 
for the succeeding vear’s wheat crop 
was found to be a good practice. If 


the fall irrigation was not good, and | 


if the precipitation of May and early 
June was not abnormally high, it was 
found essential to irrigate after the 
crop was up in the spring, but before 
the plants were checked in growth by 
jlack of moisture. > 

With alfalfa, it was found in years 
| of not more than normal rainfall, 
beneficial to give at least two irriga- 
tions to produce two good crops. One 
of these was applied in the fall, or in 
early May to give a heavy first cut- 
tng of hay. The second irrigation was 
required just before or just after cut- 
ting the first crop

Revolutionary Changes In 


| Canada's Mining Industry May 


Result From Scientific Discovery 


Supplementary Feeds 
For Breeding Hens 


Special Foods To Increase the Hatch- 
ability Of Eggs 

It is being found out that the 
hatchability of eggs can be improved 
by feeding the laying hens with spe- 
cial foods in addition to the regular 
rations. At the Northern Ontario Ex- 
perimental Station, of the Department 
of Agriculture, at Ottawa, such sup- 
plementary feeds as cod liver oil, raw 
liver, bone meal, and a mixture of the 
former two were fed. One hundred 
hens were divided into pens of ten 
birds each, mak’ng duplicate pens for 
each feed in test, as well as for the 
check pen which received the ordinary 
ration only. 

The cod liver oil was fed at the rate 
of one-quarter teaspoonful per bird, 
per day, the raw liver, one half-ounce 
per bird, per day, and the bone meal 
was mixed in the dry mash at the 
rate of 5 per cent. by weight. For 
the pens receiving both the cod liver 
oil and the raw liver, the quantity of 
each was reduced one-half. The 
periment was divided into two periods 
with one week between them. The 
first period covered the regular mat- 
ing season when male birds were kept 


in their respective pens, while the | 


second period male birds were alter- 
nated daily. The first period covered 
43 days, and the second period 26 
days. Separate records were kept with 
each of the two periods. 

This work was continued over three 
seasons. The average number of eggs 
required per chick at three weeks of 
age over the three year period was as 
follows: raw liver, 2.2, ord’nary 
tion, 2.5, cod liver oil and raw liver, 
2.5, bone meal, 2.6, and cod liver oil, 
3.1, It will be observed that the feed- 
ing of cod liver cil gave the poorest 
results, and the raw liver the best.

Revolutionary changes in Canada’s 
mining industry within the next year 
are foreseen as the result of experi- 
ments being carried out by scientists 
in the Department of the Interior, at 
Ottawa. Secret tests of two instru 
ments promise fulfillment of the age- 
old dream of finding minerals w:th 
automatic devices. 

One*instrument, the Torison bal- 
ance, has been used primarily for 
measuring gravity. It has been 
found so delicate that it measures 
mineral deposits in its locality. 

The other instrument is the seis- 
mograph, commonly employed for 
recording earthquake shocks.

series of investigations led him to be- 
lieve 1930 will see a reduction in rain 
fall with the many results which that 
entails. 

The effect of ultra-violet rays o7 
rainfall has been definitely establisti- 
ed, Dr. Delury states. Ultra-viol 
rays are strongest when sun spots ar 
largest and most frequent. The elev- 
en-year cycle for sun spots reached it 
peak in 1928, and in 1929 there wa 
another period of great activity. The 
next few years should see a gradua!

GOVERNMENT ACTION 
DISTURBS BUSINESS 
OF STOCK BROKERS 


OTTAWA.—The rampant prosper- 
ity of the stock brokerage fraternity 
throughout Canada, which was seri- 
ously jolted by the October-November 
market panic, has been further under- 
mined by the activities of the Alberta 
and Ontario governments and by the 
promise that the Federal parliament 
will also take up “wildcatting” and 
“bucketing” at the coming session. 

In the past five years probably no 
industry in Canada has flourished like 
the brokerage business, The popula- 
tion went “speculatively mad.”  Al- 
most over night policemen, barbers, 
race track touts and hundreds of oth- 
ers became “stock brokers” and al- 
most over night they blossomed forth 
as incipient or as actual millionaires. 
Hundreds of them were not even mem- 
bers of an exchange but they stretch- 
ed telegraph wires hundreds and 
sometimes thousands of miles and be- 
came agents for someone who was a 
member. 

Of course, there were already hund- 
reds of brokers who were members of 
an exchange, hundreds who for many 
years had been legitimately carrying 
on their business and well satisfied 
with a five or ten thousand dollar in- 
come, And probably the great ma- 
jority of the new graduates into the 
industry followed the rules meticul- 
ously; but in their wild stampede for 
unearned wealth the public did not 
differentiate. Everything was going 
up and almost anybody's advice on 
what to buy was profitable. It was 
hard to pick a loser. 


The day came—last October—when | 


conditions changed. It was hard to 
save anything from the wreck. Peo- 
ple, through the haleyon days, had 
left their real or imaginary certifi- 
cates with their brokers, content sim- 
ply to drop around now and then and 
take a check for a few thousands to 
pay for a new automobile or similar 
necessity. But when the crash came 
folks demanded their certificates. 
They would at least be souvenirs of 
financial independence. With the 
crash also came belated official re- 
cognition of the fact that the whole 
enterprise should have been more 
carefully supervised. A natural cor- 
rolary of the boom was an epidemic 
of promotions of undeveloped pros- 
pects, mineral, manufacturing, ad in- 
finitum, 

Now in the cold grey dawn of the 
morning after a post mortem exam- 
ination and several inquests are being 
held and more are promised. From 
the conservative single stand broker 
to the one with offices dotted across 
the country like chain grocery stores 
the reaction in dollars and cents is 
a headache, The speculative frenzy 
died of strangulation last November 
Now come inquiries, prosecutions and 
promises of restrictive legislation to 
further undermine the confidence of 
those who stil lhave a few dollars left 
znd would like to recoup.

with the abandon of Christmas eve in 
a departmental store. Eventually, of 
course, no legitimate valuation of a

| Findings Of Canadian Scientist Most 
Accurate To Date

The earth is not round after all. It 
|is flattened at the poles and has quite 
|a pronounced heaviness about the 
middle. 

A. H. Miller, a Canadian scientist 
attached to the Dominion observatory 
at Ottawa, has completed measure- 
ments this year which show the 
diameter through the poles is 25 
miles less than through the equator, 

The difficult feat of determining 
the globe’s true \shape was accom- 
plished with a pendulum swinging in 


a vacuum. It was carried to Berlin, | 


Greenwich, Washington and back to 
Ottawa. 

At each point the 
swing varied 
pulls of gravity. From these ob- 
servations the delicrte calculations 
were made. Mr. Miller's findings are 
considered by scientists as the most 
accurate to date.
